SEX ORGIES AT MCQILL? 



McGill is being prominently featured in 
Montrealer's gutter press these days. This week, 
indeed, we have the distinction of appeoring on 
the Editorial page, which as everybody knows, is 
the most important part of any newspaper. 

McGill students, it seems, indulge in "sex 
orgies" in a "spacious house on upper University 
Street." This was proclaimed to the worlc) in on 
article in Midnight, similar to on article pub- 
lished previously in Ici Montreal — a French- 
language scandal sheet. Both of these articles 
cloimod as their source an unidentified McGill 
student. 

.It is not surprising that University authorities 
should be interested in finding out whether or 
not these storise had any basis in fact. Accord- 
ingly, McGill's solicitors wrote to Midnight asking 
for further information. The reply from Mid- 
night's publisliers, which was printed with the 
letter of inquiry on the Editorial page of this 
week's issue, was both unco-operative and in- 
sulting. 

The publishers express surprise that Univer- 
sity authorities v/ant to kno^v further details, since 
they "hove a good reason to believe that those 
officials are well aware of the address in question 
and of the orgies, for tliot matter. Word v/os 
passed along to us that the orgies were ordered 
stopped soon after our article hit the news- 
stands. Thus we presume that it was common 
knowledge among students, as well as several 
faculty members, that sex orgies were toking 
place at regular intervals in that house on Uni- 
versity Street." 

The basis for this rather far-fetched pre- 



sumption is that Midnight's publishers are con- 
vinced that "College faculties usually have 
scouts or, to put it more bluntly, stool pigeons" 
to give them such information. They then begin 
to preach to the University authorities, urging 
them to do their own investigating, and indi- 
gnantly proclaiming that "This is a newspaper 
serving the public, not o private detective agency 
catering to McGill University." 

We don't know whether Midnight's original 
account with its lurid descriptions of these "sex 
orgies' 'is completely ficticious or merely a gross 
exaggeration. We do know, however, that these 
facts (if, indeed, they ore facts) wore and are 
unkno\yri to most of the students, and v/e suspect 
that the Faculty and the University authorities 
were equally surprised to hear of them. 

We are sure that McGill officials followed 
tlie advice offered them by Midnight and have 
investigated the charges as thoroughly as possi- 
ble. We doubt that they found anything, and the 
haughty reticence of Midnight's publishers to 
come through with any concrete information fur- 
ther leads us to believe that there is little truth 
in tPteir charges. 

Surely action can be taken agoinst the un- 
substantiated slander students at McGill that 
the originel article contained, or against this most 
recent insulting inference that McGill authorities 
hove known about these "sex orgies" for some 
time, but only acted to suppress tliem when Mid- 
night "brought out the facts to the open." 

We hope that such action is being carefully 
considered.

In the report on the Model Par- 
liament which appeared in Thurs- 
day's Daily, your reporter wrote 
that I "stressed France's disap- 
proval, evidenced by her unwillinR- 
ness to ratify the (Paris and Lon- 
don) agreements." 
• Though this is true, I feel that 
this single statement is not a fair 
summary of my argument. Per- 
haps I did not make my argument 
clear during the debate, but I am 
sure that what I did say was more 
than was reported. 

Allied Insecurity 
I argued that the agreements

would prevent Western unity and trol on the monufacture of heovy 
security by the establishment of aj nrmnraente (as they already have 



strong and untrustworthy Ger- 
many as a more dependable friend 
will weaken Western unity. I also 
.laid that the opposition to these 
agreements expressed by the peo- 
ples of France (and England, Ger- 
many and Canada) show that they 
would feel insecure with an armed 
Germany. 

Futhermore, the fact that many 
neo-Nazis arc in influential and 
powerful positions in the West 
German government and military 
organizations, and that German in- 
dustrialists can defy Western con- 
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by establishing airplane factories 
in fascist Spain) and that some 
West German officials in impor- 
tant positions have deserted to the 
East (Otto John, for example) — 
clearly show that n re-ormed West- 
ern Germany would be beyond con- 
trol, untrustworthy, and would 
cause the rest of Europe to feel in- 
secure. 

Unity Inevitable 
One important point that was 
not incntiono<l in your report is 
that I stressed that German unity 
is inevitable, and an armed West 
Germany precludes any home for 
a peaceful unity, paving the way 
for an attempt to unify by force. 
This fact is recoKnizo<l by the gov 
ernment and people of the Soviet 
bloc, who would then stop their 
drive for the production of more 
consumer goods, and would revert 
back to all-out preparation for 
war. 

The peoples of the Soviet bloc 
would be psychologically prepared 
to arm to the hilt and go to war — 
a war which they feel will have 
been caused by Western imperial- 
ism. 

Battle for Minds 
... My stand on this important 
question of world policy . . . repre- 
sents the viow.s of a large number 
of students (and world citizens) 
who recognize that the cold war is 
... a battle for the minds of men, 
and must not be fought with guns 
and H-Bombs. Even the Commun- 
ists recognize this fact. 

They nogotiate<l succcsfuUy at 
Geneva to end the hot war in 
Indo-China because they believed 
that they had won the minds of 
the men in Indo-China. Mllltarilr

TRADE COMMISSIONERS WANKD 
BY CIVIL SERVICE COMMISSION 

"Service to one's country is often stressed as being tho feature 
which raises the Civil Service a little above other vocationa offering 

opening.s to young people ai'cout to embark on a career. There is no 
doubt that this is important and if its appreciation is lacking the at- 
tiactions of the public service arc to that extent diminished. 

"But there is more to it than that. There is the personal satis- 
faction which goes with accomplislimcnt in any field of activity i« 
which the individual ihas a real interest and understanding. But beyond 
that is the knowledge that the public servant, by his contributions, 
aîsociates himself witli Canada's progress and is able to identify him- 
self with the broader aspects of problems which face the -world today." 

Ex!imin;ilii)n.s I'or Entrance 
Tomoiiow morning students who will graduate this May as well as 
past giailuates may write examinations for entrance one of the many 
phases of the public service. 

The Trade Commisiioner Service of the Department of Trade and 
Commerce is seeking eight to 12 men who meet all the requirements 
and who arc interested in the many functions of this department. 

Duties Arc Interesting 

The duties of the Trade Commissioner arc to introduce Canadian 
exporters and importers to the corresponding businessmen of other 
countries; to study conditions^and needs of the territories where they 
aio located; to obtain and fonvard inquiries or conduct preliminary sur- 
veys regarding the potential market for any product, reporting the 
exact kinds of goods wanted competition to be met, methods of packing, 
shipping or billing, tariffs and ti'udc regulations affecting these goods, 
and so on. 

Wide Discretion Given 
In order to obtain such details, the Foreign Service Officer is 

given a wider latitude than is general in government service. Far less 
than one-quarter of his corresjMjndence is with Ottawa headquarters. 
The remainder is with contacts in the filed, and with actual producers 
or exporters in Canada. 

A Year's Training in Ottawa 
During his first year, a new officer will "be in Ottawa, working 

pc'iliaps on tho Latin American or other Area Desks, and then in the 
Information Branch, and in one or two comtnodity divisions. He will 
also work in Transportation and Trade Ser\'ices, in International Trade 
Relations; he will frequently be given special assignments which add 
to his knowledge of departmental and government policy. 

Then, at the end of his tiuining, and before being posted abroad, 
he will be sent out with Itis colleagues for a two or three months' tour 
of Canada, during which he Avill sec the country from coast to coast. 



Broad Knowledge Necessary 

Students planning to take the examination tomorrow should have 
a broad general knowledge of current Canadian and international pro- 
blems and be able to discuss ithem intelligently; an appreciation of the 
economic and commercial factors underlying those problems Is also 
necessary.

Philips objected to the painting 
during a visit to the campus. Tor- 
onto newspapers claimed that he 
had ordered the painting removed 
along with two others and that 
Hart House's Warden had refused 
to do so without first consulting 
the art committee. The commit- 
tee decided that all three paintings 
.should remain. 

Meanwhile thousands of stud- 
ents and a few faculty members 
flocked to see the controversial 
painting, attendance skyrocketing 
to twelve times the normal.

This article is not particularly 
about or in favor of atheism, but 
it is about The Reader's Digest 
and other magazines of that Ilk. 

We are not here attacking the cur- 
rent tendency towards "digest" 
literature — it is not as bad when 
applied to magazine articles as it 
is to full length books — and we 
are not denying thot The Reader's 
Digest is packed with a variety of 
good reading; but we do suggest 
that it is improperly biased. 

By improperly biased, we mean 
that its articles arc carefully se- 
lected from the wide range of 
available material to include, as 
far as articles of meaning are 
concerned, only such as corespond 
to or help promulgate a certain 
line of thought. 

iLs Privilege 

This, of course, is its privilege 
— but it publishes according to no 
stated editorial policy. It has no 
page which states, in effect, "This 
is what we, the editors, believe: we 
do not feel thot we want to pub- 
lish articles disagreeing with our 
beliefs — they may bo found in 
other magazines. If you read our 
magazine, you must content your- 
self with reading articles stating 
our opinions. Wo suggest, however, 
that to broaden your outlook- you 
read other magazines and compare 
their contents with our's." 

Its careful, unexplained selection 
of . articles for condensation dis- 
plays a type of insidious journal- 
ism not too for removed from that 
of Time magazine. 



Thought Pollution 

It advises censorship, for in- 
stance, picking its way around the 
American's natural objection to 
this form of dictatorial treatment 
by saying hurriedly, "This country 
will not tolerate thought control. ' 
But neither \vi\\ it tolerate pollu- 
tion of its thought supply." 

The article concerned was about 
"Filth on the Newstands;" now, 
we should surely expect the Amer- 
ican people to have enough brains 
to avoid "pollution" from this 
source. If they cannot, it's just too 
bad. The government cannot be- 
come .the brains of the people — 
not in the U.S.A. Once the govern- 
ment is given tho mandate to im- 
pose censorship "pollution" could 
be by onything the government 
does not like. 

For the Stricken 

"Foith — Faith — FAITH!" is 
another common Reader's Digest 
propaganda line. Not that I have 
ever seen It expressed quite so 
bluntly, but that is what it amounts 
to. You con find a Faith for tough 
times, a Faith for those who have 
been flooded out, a Faith for those 
who have lost a loved one, a Faith 
for those who are unhappy and a 
faith good on Sundays or week- 
days. I haven't found a Faith for 
those who are happy, whole and 
prosperous. 

Those people don't need faith. 
Or, as The Digest would say, they 
already have it. The former possi- 
bility would never be acknowledged 
by the editors. It would go against 
the grain. 

So The Reader's Digest is a good, 
readable magazine. But let's see a 
little good, healthy blasphemy.

free, united, and unarmed Ger 
many. We failed to get at this at 
the Berlin Conference, because wc 
insisted that the united Germany 
be free to join NATO. We must 
not insist on this any longer, and 
must concede to the Russians that 
Germany will not be allowed any 
military alliances. Wc must win 
the Germans over as o u r allies 
idealogically. I think that our 
strength in this area is unchal 
Icngcd. Let us have more confidence 
in our ideals and rely less on II 
Bombs.
